CHOLEEA. 

Belgium. — The measures ordered under date of August 27 against 
arrivals from Egypt were suspended from December 1, by order of the 
ministry, dated November 26. 

Bulgaria. — The quarantine measures against arrivals from fegypt 
were discontinued from November 21, by order of the board of health. 

Spain. — Quarantine measures against Alexandria and Damietta were 
suspended by royal proclamation from November 25 and 26, respec- 
tively, for all vessels arriving under normal conditions. 

PLAGUE. 



Austria. — The maritime authorities of Trieste have ordered the 
following measures of sanitary police to be put in force for preventing 
the introduction of plague from Bombay :
